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America  is  greatly  interested  in  the  new  Irises  which  are 
being  originated  in  Europe,  and  in  1915  I began  importing 
them  for  my  own  garden  and  have  continued  doing  so  dur- 
ing the  past  eight  years.  After  the  formation  of  the  Ameri- 
can Iris  Society,  three  of  the  members,  J.  C.  AA^ister,  its 
President,  C.  F.  AA^assenberg,  an  expert  and  enthusiastic 
Iris  grower  of  A^an  Wert,  and  I,  all  decided  that  we  would 
visit  Europe,  meet  the  English  and  French  Iris  growers, 
and  see  their  very  best  productions.  This  we  did  last  year, 
and  Air.  AA'ister  went  even  into  Germany  and  met  Goes  & 
Koenemann  and  saw  their  new  Irises  which  you  will  find 
in  this  list.  Air.  Wassenberg  and  I did  not  visit  Germany, 
but  we  met  not  only  all  the  commercial  Iris  growers  of 
both  France  and  England,  but  we  also  visited  and  were  en- 
tertained by  AI.  Denis,  the  celebrated  French  amateur,  whose 
home  and  gardens  are  in  Balaruc  les  Bains  in  the  extreme 
south  of  France. 

During  the  past  eight  years  I have  accumulated  many  of 
the  best  Irises  of  Europe,  and  on  my  visit  to  France  and 
England,  I purchased  from  one  to  one  hundred  roots  each, 
of  every  Amriety  Avhich  pleased  me  and  Avhich  I thought 
should  be  in  American  gardens.  The  Federal  Horticultural 
Board  does  not  alloAv  me  to  sell  any  of  the  Irises  I import 
until  they  have  been  in  my  garden  tAvo  years,  but  it  does 
alloAv  me  to  sell  the  increase  from  these  roots. 

Some  of  the  Amrieties  I purchased  last  year  haAm  made  a 
Avmnderful  increase;  others  liaxm  made  no  increase  at  all,  and, 
sad  to  relate,  some  have  died  and  disappeared  entirely  from 
my  garden.  The  mortality  on  imported  Irises  has  been  Amry 
great  Avith  me  throughout  the  past  eight  years,  but  I intend 
to  try  again  and  import  eAmry  Amriety  Avhich  has  not  sur- 
AUAmd. 
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In  giving'  the  names  of  the  introducers  or  originators  of 
many  of  these  new  varieties,  I have  had  to  rely  upon  the 
grower  from  whom  I purchased  them.  In  some  cases  I 
purchased  the  same  variety  from  different  growers  and,  as 
their  records  did  not  always  show  the  same  originator,  it  is 
quite  possible  that  the  record  as  given  in  this  list  may  not,  in 
every  instance,  be  correct.  M.  Denis  has  given  me  some 
valuable  information  concerning  many  of  his  varieties  listed 
here,  but  he  has  not  yet  had  an  opportunity  to  look  over  the 
entire  list  of  varieties  credited  to  him.  Ilis  garden  was  one 
of  the  most  interesting  I visited,  and  his  varieties  have,  in 
most  instances,  been  placed  upon  the  market  by  friends  to 
whom  he  has  given  roots. 

This  list  contains  European  Irises  of  merit  which  I have 
succeeded  in  growing,  and  for  the  convenience  of  visitors,  I 
have  planted  some  of  each  of  them  in  one  garden  slightly  less 
than  an  acre  in  extent.  These  plants  will  be  two  years  old 
next  June,  and,  if  the  season  is  favorable  for  Irises  next  year, 
this  garden  will  probably  deserve  a visit  from  Iris  lovers. 

AVhere  I have  any  surplus  of  these  varieties,  I have  quoted 
a price  at  which  I will  sell  them  and,  Avhere  no  price  is  given, 
I will  be  compelled  to  wait  until  next  year  and,  in  some 
instances,  even  longer  to  off'er  any  stock  for  sale.  The 
prices  quoted  do  not  Jiecessaril y incan  that  the  roots  are 
zvorth  that  anwiiiit  of  money,  but  these  prices  are  the  result 
of  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  and  no  doubt  in  a few 
years  all  of  them  will  be  much  cheaper. 

I know  that  commercial  Iris  growers  will  be  glad  to  obtain 
some  of  these  varieties  to  build  up  stock  for  future  sales, 
and  I believe  also  that  some  enthusiasts  who  never  expect 
to  sell  Irises  will  be  glad  to  ]^ossess  some  of  these  new  varie- 
ties for  trading  purposes.  I will  continue  to  build  up  my 
own  commercial  stock  also,  so  that  I may  share  in  the  gen- 
eral prosperity  when  these  roots  can  be  sold  at  popular 
prices.

and  his  immediate  rejRy  was  ‘ ‘ Prospero,  Asia,  and  Lady 
Foster.  ’ ’ AYhen  I visited  the  Show  myself  next  day  and  saw 
the  best  display  of  Irises  I ever  expect  to  see,  I could 
not  help  agreeing  with  him  that  Prospero  headed  the  list.

Every  landscape 
architect  who  places  orders  with  me  has  asked  for  Queen 
Flavia  and,  after  seeing  it  in  bloom  in  England,  I realized 
why  the  demand  for  it  is  so  great  in  America.  The  stock 
which  has  arrived  in  my  garden  seems  to  be  very  vigorous, 
and  Queen  Flavia  and  Opera  were  the  star  bloomers  of  my 
last  importation. 

QUEEN  MAEY  (white) 

This  variety  gave  us  one  of  the  thrills  of  our  whole  trip. 
Wassenberg,  Wister  and  I were  visiting  the  Vilmorin  garden 
together,  and  one  of  us  found  an  absolutely  pure  white  Iris, 
and  immediately  called  the  other  two,  and  none  of  us  had 
ever  heard  of  the  fame  of  Queen  Mary  as  the  best  white 
Iris  in  the  world.  There  is  another  Queen  Mary  which  is 
blue  in  color,  but  this  pure  white  variety  nearly  took  us  off 
our  feet,  for  we  all  knew  that  it  has  been  the  aim  of  all 
Iris  growers  to  produce  a pure  white  Iris,  and  here  it  was, 
on  fine,  large  plants,  growing  to  perfection.  I am  delighted 
to  have  it,  and  you  should  have  seen  the  interest  which 
Mr.  Williamson,  the  originator  of  Lent  A.  Williamson,  mani- 
fested when  he  saw  it  blooming  in  my  garden.  I know  that 
every  grower  in  America  will  want  a root  of  it,  and,  as  it 
is  very  prolific,  it  will,  no  doubt,  be  sold  at  a popular  price 
within  the  next  few  years.
